Mr. Sheriffs, 

HE, Houſe hath conſidered of the Ad- 
dreſs you have Preſented from the City 
of London, and have commanded me to return 
you this Anſwer; That they have taken No- 
tice of the moſt Eminent Cotirege and Con- 
ſtancy the Crty hath ſhewed'iri this late Re- 
volution, and the Services they haye done to 
the whole Kingdom on this Occalion, and 
particularly, the advancing 1o coniiderable a 
Sum of Mony, as was lent by you to His Ma- 
jeſty,upon His firſt coming hither, ata Time, 
when the Condition of the Aﬀairs of this 

Kingdom did {o much require it. 

I am turther Commanded to teil you, T hat 
this Houſe doth accept of your Addreſs with 
great Kindneſs, and do give you their hearty 
Thanks for the ſame; with this further Afſu- 
rance, That your Care for the Publick ſhall ne- 
ver fail of receiving from them the like 


returnes.
